"It was found that the typewriting on the 
envelope and note, Q1 and Q2, was prepared on a'i— ■ 
typewriter equipped with Remington pica type spaced' 
ten letters per inch. There are not enough of the 
same letters to permit a determination as to whether 
or not Q 1 and Q2 were prepared on the Remington 
typewriter used to type the envelope and note int' . 
case #14 growing out of COORNAP. This typewriting 
was seaithed through the Anonymous Letter File, 
but nothing of significance was found. A photo¬ 
graph has been added. 

"The envelope, Ql, is made of white bond 
paper containing no watermark and measuring 3 . 68 " 
by 6.90 . The paper comprising the note, Q2, is 
a white bond stock irregularly torn from a larger 
sheet, It measures 8 . 38 " by roughly 2". It con¬ 
tains the watermark "Jeffersonian Bond." This water¬ 
mark is most likely the same as the watermark 
Jeffersonian" which is listed for the W. H. Kist- 
ler Stationery Company, Denver, Colorado."
